2. No objection having been raised by a member, the Secretary 
has authorized release to USIA of NIE 66-57, "Political Outlook for 
the Philippine Republic During 1957," 12 February 1957 (I[AC-M-277, 
12 February 1957, Secretary's Note 4), 


3. Unless objection is raised by a member at the next regular 
meeting of the IAC, the Secretary proposes to release to USIA 
NIE 30-57, "The British Position in the Persian Gulf and Arabian 
Peninsula," and NIE 12-57, "Stability of the Soviet Satellite Structure, " 
both dated 19 February 1957, 


4. Pursuant to LAC direction (IAC-M-276, item 5), formal 
invitations to the United Kingdom and Canada to attend a joint 
US/UK/Canada guided missile intelligence conference in Washington 
from 25 April through 8 May 1957 have been transmitted to thes 
governments. 


5. In view of the recommendations (memorandum to IAC, 
21 February) of the Board of National Estimates with respect to the 
release of NIE 30-57, "The British Position in the Persian Gulf 
and Arabian Peninsula," the Secretary, unless specifically requested 
to do so by a member of the IAC, does not propose to place the question 
of the release of this estimate to foreign governments on the agenda of 
an IAC meeting. 
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
